~ Clean Up! 


Around about this time of the year 


it is customary for the housewife to 
indulge in her annual spring house- 
It has become the usual 
procedure, too, for the provincial and 


municipal fire prevention and health 
authorities to declare “Clean-up” days 
or weeks. The object is, of course, 
to focus public attention upon the im- 
portance of organized community as 
well as individual effort being devot- 
ed to the task of collecting and des- 
troying the refuse and rubbish which 
always accumulates around the house 
and other buildings during the severe 
winter months. 

It is important that this work be 
attended to for many reason. First, 
there is the question of health to be 
considered. The accumulation of 
dirt, filth and waste material of vari- 
ous kinds develop from such accumu- 
lations, but flies, the greatest of all 
carriers of disease, find their chief 
breeding places in filth and rubbish. 
A general spring, clean-up is one of 
the best health measures that\.can be 
taken in any home or community. 

The removal of the dust and dirt 
resulting from the sealing up of hous- 
es and offices during the cold winter 
months is also a protective measure 
from moths and insects whoge des- 
tructive activities are too well known 
to even require mention. 

A general spring clean-up is impor- 
tant also from the standpoint of fire 
protection. Many people who exer- 
cise care in regard to the accumula- 
tion of filth and rubbish which might 
have an adverse effect on health, and 
as the breeding places of germs and 
insects of many kinds, neglect to col- 
lect and remove other kinds of rub- 
bish which, while not dangerous. from 
these standpoints, are the cause of 
fires which, all too frequently, result 
in serious conflagrations with conse- 
quent loss of valuable property and 
even more valuable lives. 

“Clean-up” days or wecks have be- 
come established institutions in the 
cities and larger towns, and the mun- 
icipal authorities co-operate with the 
individual citizen in city-wide and 
town-wide house-cleaning. The pub- 
lic health is thereby promoted, a lar- 
ger measure of security from fire is 
provided, and the whole community 
made much neater and more attract- 
ive, leading inevitably to greater civic 
pride and to the carrying out of other 
improvements, such as painting, lay- 


cleaning. 


ing out lawns and gardens, and gen+ 
eral home and civic betterment. 

Although such organized co-opera- 
tive effort is not possible in the rural 
portions of the West, it is none the 
less important that the same work 
should be carried out. on every farm- 
Stead, and the united effort® of all 
members of the family and the hired 
help directed to a general farm clean- 
up, not only around the home but all 
the outbuilding. The removal of ac- 
cumulated rubbish will not only im- 
prove the appearance of the place, but 
it may ecasily be the direct cause of 
preventing sickness.and loss by fire. 

Canada’s fire loss annually is simp- 
ly stupendous; it is the highest per 
capita of any country in the world. 
It amounts, on an average, to over 
$25,00,000 a year, or at the rate of 
$68,000 a day. According to statis- 
tics compiled bythe National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, 62 percent of 
all fires start fronr preventable causes, 
while fires of unknown origin are, it 
is believed, also largely from preven- 
table causes. This heavy fire loss 
forces insurance companies to charge 
extremely heavy premiums for - fire 
insurance, thus those innocent people 
who take all possible precautions are 
made to suffer loss because of the 
carelessness of others. 

Addressing a recent mecting of the 
Canadian National Safety League, one 
speaker declared that expericnce has 
shown that cleanliness about any in- 
stitufion would do more to prevent 
fires than any other one thing. The 
“rubbish habit,’ he declared, was a 
source of constant danger. 

Safety First; an ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure; it is 
better to be sure than sorry—all of 
these old adages and scores of others 
of like import apply to the question of 
a general spring clean-up and the re- 
moval of rubbish and waste of every 
description. Better still, of course, is 
never to allow it to accumulate, but 
under certain conditions this is not 
wholly possible during the winter. 
There should, however, in their own 
individual and even selfish interests 
be a general response by all people 
to the proclamations issued by the 
provincial governments of the West 
for “Clean=up” week. It is not ne- 
cessary to! wait until that date, but 
individual and community housecléan- 
ing should not be deferred beyond it.

Why Distilled Water is Always Used 
For Batteries 


A good deal of ignorance is abroad 
as to why nothing but distilled water 
should be used in storage cells, says 
ithe Motor Annual of Popular Science 
Monthly. All but distilled water con- 
tains mineral matter in solution, and 
although this may be small in quan- 
jtity, as the water evaporates the min- 
eral matter is left behind and all that 
ever enters the cell remains there. 
It is obvious, therefore, that the am- 


cunt of mineral matter in solution is 
constantly increasing. Very soon the

‘Only One Way Ih 
Which to Remedy the 
Teacher Shortage 


According to peilideteteny tad Lane, of 
the Interior Department, last year in 
this country 143,000 public school tea- 

bers resigned their places, In Mr. 
Lane’s words, the public school, the 
“greatest bulwark against the spread 
of Bolshevism,” is crumbling, The 
cause lies in the fact that teachers’ 
salaries have not kept pace with the 
increased cost of living. 

We cannot blanie teachers for leav- 
ing their places. Their ability to pro- 
cure the necessities of lifeat prevail- 
ing prices depends on getting a job 
paying considerably more than they 
can hope to get by sticking to school- 
teaching. 

And this is not the worst. To the 
nature of things, as Mr. Lane adds, 
it is the ablest and most versatile of 
the teachers who have gone out from 
the schools, 

So far 1920 has only accentuated 
the history of 1919. In Philadelphia, 
for instance, the situation is so bad, 
that in its public schools nearly 100 
substitute teachers are needed; more 
than 5,000 children have been forced 
either to leave school or to .receive 
only part-time instruction. In~ St. 


Power Resources 
Of British Columbia 


One of the Greatest Industrial As- 
sets This Province 
Contains 
The water power wealth of British 
Columbia, it is said, equal to five Nia- 
garas, is one of the greatest industrial 
assets this province contains. Pour- 
ing down’ from the mountains ahd 
from the glaciers that fill the gorges 
of the northern ranges, comes enough 
water every day to develop electrical 
power equivalent to three million of 
horse-power. This figure is not based 
on flood conditions, but is the ¢stim- 
ate arrived at by government engin- 
eers working during low water seas- 
ons and using a conservative basis of 
estimate, The mighty falls’ of Niag- 
ara, when all the water that is avail- 
able on the Canadian’ side has been 
harnessed to the turbine wil produce 
only 650,000 horsepower. British Col- 
untbia’s mighty rivers and mountain 
torrents, if they are harnessed, could 
supply its homes and industries with 

nearly five times as much power. 
When it is remembered that only 
123,000 electric horsepower can be de- 
veloped by the plants which are at 
present supplying Vasicouver, New 
Westminster and all the towns of Bri- 
tish Columbia in the vicinity with 
power which drives the motors in the 
mills and factories, propels the street 
cars along the city streets and far out 
into the country, provides lights for 
the city’s streets and homes, and the 
heat for the up-to-date kitchens, it 
will be easily understood that the to- 
tal water power available in the prov- 
ince is sufficient to provide, power, 
light and heat for 40 cities and indus- 
frial centres of the size of Greater 
Vancouver and New Westminster all 
combined, British Columbia posgses- 
ses in the liquid wealth that pours 
down from the hill the equivalent to 
five Niagaras, with all that this means 
for the future of the province indus- 
trially when these waters are harnes- 
sed and turned to the needs of men,

Exchange and Production 


Accurate Barometer Of International 
Trade Situation 


“The fluctuating rate of exchange, 
inconvenient as it may be, is on the 
whole, an accurate barometer of the 
international trade situation. 

A dollar bill is only a promise to 
pay and is valueless unless redeem- 
able; Gold, however, is not the only 
commodity with which it can be hon- 
ored, It can be redeemed with wheat, 
pulp, paper, lumber, fish, coal, any- 
thing at all of which the country is- 
suing the note produces a surplus for 
export. The way to right adverse 
exchange is to speed up production, 
so that we can pay for all the goods 
imported with other goods exported, 
Retrenchment, that is, cutting down 
expenditures on wnnecessary articles 
of luxury, will help. 
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Louis about 100 teachers have re- 
signed to enter commercial life and 
in Memphis certainly an equal numb- 
er.

Exploration Party Starts on A Long 
Tour of Far North 

Further exploration of Canada’s far 
north will be undertaken this summer 
by a Dominion government expedi- 
tion which left Winnipeg yesterday 
under the leadership of F. H. Kitto, 
of the natural resources intelligence 
branch, department of the interior, 
Ottawa, 

It was estimated that the party 
will travel roughly 4,000 miles from 
Winnipeg and return, following the 
various waterways. northward to -the 
divide between the Mackenzie and 
Yukon basins, via the Porcupine Riv- 
er to Yukon and Dawson City and 
thence down to Vancouver, Mr. Kit- 
to will make a side trip into the buf- 
falo country at Fort Fitzgerald to 
report on conditions there.

Washington.— Opening the debate 
on his resolution to declare the state 
of war with Germany and Austria at 
an end, Senator Knox, Republican, of 
Pennsylvania, declared-in the senate 
that President Wilson was arbitrarily 
maintaining that the U.S. technically 
was at war in order to. coerce the 
senate into ratification of the Treaty 
of Versailles. 
wo “There was mo excuse whatsoever 
for greatly prolonging the war beyond 
the signature of the armistice,” Sen- 
ator Knox said, “and the only explan- 


ation for so doing was the deliberate; 


aim/to retain all those autocratic com- 
pulsory. powers, with which the execu- | 
tive had been endowed for the prose- 
‘cution of the war, in order that they 
might be used for other purposes.” 
Declaring that he entertained only, 
sympathy for the president in his ill- 
ness and “sympathy for the country 
which must suffer under him because 
of it,’ Senator Knox said it was an 
unwelcome task to judge one who has 
fallen in public esteem.” The Senator 
then launched into a severe criticism 
of the president for his “stand pat at- 
titude” in regard to the treaty.

Ottawa.—Communications from the 
business interésts throughout the 


country have been received by the 
government favoring the bill to es- 
tablish a permanent board fot the pur- 
chase of governmental and other sup- 
plies. Resolutions in approval have 
been received from the boards of 
trade of Vancouver, Calgary, Moose 
Jaw, Medicine Hat, Saskatoon and 
Winnipeg, the associated boards of 
trade of British Columbia and the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association. 
The point generally taken in the ques- 
tion is that the establishment of such 
a board would mean greater economy 
in the purchase of supplies and give 
every man engaged in the business a 
fair’ chance to compete. 


Ontario Liquor Laws 


| Board of License Commissioners Is 


| Given Greater M¢asure of 
Control 

Toronto.—Amendments to the On- 
tario Temperance act introduced by 
Hon. N. C. Nixon in the mn yislature 
reduces the minimum penalty to be 
imposed on persons having liquor il- 
legally in their possession from $200 
to, $100. The maximum penalty that 
may be imposed under the act is in- 
creased, however, from $1,000 to $2,- 
000. Either a fine or imprisonment 
may be imposed at the magistrates’ 
di$cretion. 

The board of licensc commission- 
ers is given a greater measure of con- 
trol over the number of prescriptions 
issued by physicians by being empow- 
ered to refuse to honpr prescriptions 
issued too promiscuously. The allow- 
ance of liquor to dentists for medic- 
inal purposes is increased from six 
ounces to one quart. 

A person convicted of a breach of 
the Ontario Temperance Act will be 
forbidden to have liquor in his home, 
even if he move from the house in 
which the liquor was kept. This pro- 
| hibition remains in’ force for a year 
following the conviction. 

Persons convicted of being drunk or 
disorderly twice within three months 
inay be committed to jail or to an in- 
dustrial farm for a period of not more 
than three months. 
| Certain of ships on lakes or rivers 
within the province are made respon- 
sible for infractions of the act which 
may occur on their vessels.

Copenhagen. Danish troops have 
occupied Northern Schleswig, the peo- 
ple of which on February 10 last, in 


a plebiscite provided for in the peace 
treaty, voted by a large majority for 
a return of this part of the territory 
to Danish nationality. 

The Germans had been in control 
there since 1866. Enthusiastic scenes 
accompanied the arrival of the Danes 
at Sonderburg. There the entire popu- 
lation, among them a number of aged 
persons, who still remembered © the 
rain of German shells on the town 56 
years ago, and about 50 veterans of 
the war of 1864 were out to cheer 
them. 

A force of Danes also arrived in 
Haderslef (Hadersleven) and were 
welcomed by a crowd estimated to 
aggregate 20,000, Danish and French 
troops marched through beflagged 
streets to the barracks, where, amid 
great rejoicing, the German colors 
were hauled down and the Danish 
flag was hoisted. At Tondern, Brit- 
ish troops were drawn up ta receive 
the Danes. 

Admiral Sheppard, commander of 
the-allied’ occupation forces, will offi- 
cially transfer the military authority 
to the Danish commander at Sonder- 
burg. 


In the war of 1864, Prussia and 
Austria wrested the duchies of Schles- 
wig and Holstein from Denmark. 
Two year’s later Prussia’s victory 
over Austria resulted in the incorp- 
oration of the duchies in the domin- 
ions of Prussia with the provision that 
the people ultimately should decide 
their nationality by plebiscite. This 
agreement never was kept by Prussia 
and was repudiated by her on the for- 
mation of thé German Empire in 1871.

Volcano Eruption

The message from Mars, for which| stock Yard ; 


Dr, Frederick H. Millener, noted sci- 
entist in wireless, searched inter-stel- 


lar space from his giant receiving | 


plant near Omaha, Nebraska, did not 
materialize. If there were 
message passing through the tether 
for the fifty millions of miles which 
separates the earth and Mars it did 
not’ come sufficiently close to the 
earth to be picked up bv the great re- 
ceiving station which Dr. Millener has 
established on the banks of*the Platte 
River, 

For nine hours Dr. Millener and his 

assistant, L. H, Gamor, searched 
space for the signals which Mars is 
thought to be sending earthward. 
\ The first half of the night the wire- 
less instruments were badly interfered 
with by static. Through the delicate 
receiving instruments came the crack- 
ing of lightning and other electric 
sounds to such an extent that no sig- 
nals anywhere could be received. 

The receiver was. gradually tuned to 
its full length of wave. Starting at 
a short wave, its capacity was gradu- 
ally increased. As its radius was -ex- 
tended the world’s wireless business 
was picked up. 

First a_s¢hool station in Kahsas was 
talking. Next Hawaii was picked up, 
sending to San Francisco, Then Ber- 
lin was heard’talling the city of Mex- 
ico. Again a station. on the coast of 
Venezuela sent a message to Madrid, 
then Valpraiso talked with London, 

Through and past all these zones, 
Dr. Millener tuned his receiver until 
all sounds had ceased. He was in the 
infinite. Back dnd forth, his appar- 
atus flashed, his range length receiver 
running the gamut from 16,000 to 300,- 
000 and more. But not a sound came 
over the waves after the earth zone 
was past. 

The scientists kept this up until 
daylight. Then Dr. Millener issued 
the following bulletin: . 

“The early part of the evéning we 
were troubled with heavy static, so 
that it was impossible to hear any- 
thing except station-in South Ameri- 
ca, Europe. and the United States. 
During the latter hours of the night, 
when the wireless was stretched to 
its fullest extent to hear inter-plane- 
tary communication, we heard noth- 
ing that could be constru€d as a mes- 
sage from Mars,”
